Mr Lyttelton 
cannot be regarded as oan 
architect of colonial policy.

The critical situation which 
developed over these aircraft 
incidents {is mow seen in 
Washington as having casea 
considerably with the with- 
drawal of the two catriers on 
completion -of their search 
operations in the region. Thus, 
removing what the Communists 
said was “deliberate provoca- 
tion” to new trouble:

EMBERS the 
Caterpillar Club 
M say that iiyene 
can joit--by just 
dropping in.

However, 
noone vel has ever mat d 
to join, ‘This is becuse it 
new member “dropping i" 
must doe so by parachute: in 
the course of saving his life 
from a doomed aireralt, 

Once a man has done this 
he is enrolled automatically 
and receives the club badge 
aan tiny, gold caterpillar 
with his name engraved on 
the buck. This symbolises 
the silk from = which para- 
chutes were originally made 
(nowadays they are spur 
from nylon). 

There are now over 40,000 
members, by far the greatest 
number of whom "joined" 
during the Second World 
War. Curiously enough, how- 
ever, the founder of the club 
in nota member though he 
invented the parachute 
which saved ull those 40,000 
lives. and although he has 
made more than 300 jumps 
from ajrerast while testing 
his own invention, This’ is 
beenuse he didn't fave to do 
vo. 

This man is Los Angeles- 
porn Leslie Srvin." He it was 
who realised that the earlier 
“ulteout’’ type oof para- 
chutes would never be safe 
for use with acroplanes. This 
type was held in a container 
attached to an airship or 
kite-balloon and attached to 
the pilot’s harness by the 
vigging lines.

And on April 28, 1919, at 
Dayton Airfield, U.S.A., he 
put his ideas to personal 
test.

He found thal in peeple who 
hud abstained from regular 
physical effort for several years 
muscle strength hud fallen by up 
to 32 per cent. In those who 
had kept up their exercise the 
fall was only 16 per cent. 


SECOND WIND 


The professor Is convinced 
that keeping the muscles active 
after 40 gives them a “second 
wind" und js a practical way of 
delaying old uge, for good 
general health goes with well- 
toned muscles, 


His advice was strongly sup- 
ported by Dr Flanders Dunbar, 
a Jeading New York psychologist, 
who haa Interviewed scores of 
U.S, centenarians, 


She found that almost all the 


people who had renched 100 had « 


monaged to avoid “dangerous 
retirement,” and had kept them- 


selves occupled mentally and 
physically.

The number of old people who 
remain aos active as they were 1n 
middie age is surprisingly high, 
Dr John Pemberton found after 
a survey in Sheffield. 


Dr Pemberton rated slx out of 
every lu people aged 67 or more, 
whom he examined, as having 
“unlimited outdoor mobility.” 


The number of really fit old 
people is so bigh thot many 
businesses aro depriving them- 
selves of first-rate employees by 
having fixed retiring ages of 60 
or 65, 


This waming was given by 
Professor R, L. Peterson, of 


UWiinols University, who has 
gtudied more than 3,000 people 


aged 60 or more in 81 US, 
businesses. 
He found that supervisors 


rated the older workers as more 
dependable than the younger 
and less likely to be absent. 
They did us much work, and it 
was of better avernge quality. 


“IT believe that 70 would be 


a much more realistic nage for 
compulsgry retirement” the 
professor sald. “More than 


two-;hirds of the older workers 
werf rated by thelr supervisors 
na” having no perceptible 
weakness which could be at- 
tributed to age.” 


NO DECLINE

body—judged as a machine—Is 
as high as that of the young 
body.

Nut only do 
the men chase the venomous 
creatures all about tholr bodics 
under their clothes, but they 
handle them very roughly and 
without any regurd to the deadly 
stings at the end of their tails.

THE WRONG METHOD 

Mrs Burton is basically 
pretty, but she was not allow- 
ing her good looks to be scen 
to the best advantage. 

Tho natural tendency of her 
hair to wave wag restrained by 
a hair-style which it 
straight back. Her attractive 
ayebrows were spoilt by untidy 
stragglers. Her skin (which 
has a tenden to be greasy) 
wos a UHttlo Lined’ to spots 
round the forchead — due 
entirely to wrong treatment 

The onty cleansing treatment 
she gave her face (before tho 
transformation) was soap and 
water, When you have been 
wearing make-up all day, soap 
cannot etrate, it properly. 
Soma of it comes off in the 
lather, but the greater part fs 
pushed into the skin, damaging 
the pores. 

Wash with soap (super- 
fatted) by all means, if your 
skin doesn't feel too taut after 
using it, bu¢ mot until you have 
taken off your e-up with a 
cream or milk remover. 


USE MILK 


For Mrs Burton I prescribe 4 
milk remover, which is Lighter 
for o young skin und hot too 
greasy, She must diso use 
an astringent, not only’ after 
taking off the muke-up but 
also before putling it on, 

This treatment will climinate 
the slight problem of the small 


But what of the make-up 
itself? Mrs Burton has been 
using a pancake base, because 
sho “couln’t be bothered with 
powder.” We soon put a stop 
to that, Thero is no need tor 
a heavy make-up at 19; if you 
start suffocating your skin at 
that age you are asking for 
trouble.
